French Judge Says Law Requires 
Note. Grave,

Paris April 14.— Tlit musical auto- 
niohilH horns which threatened to 
nil IbS main streets of Paris with 
snatches of popular or classical airs 
instead of the usual ' hunk, honk" 
have come to a quick fluieli in 
France. 

A test esse wan brought against two 
motorists or Douai, who enlivened 
the night trumpeting the leitmotiv 
of "Die Walkure," and it has beeno 
decided that these instruments are 
Illegal here. The decision brought 
out a judicial definition of the word 
"horn." which had been hitherto 
widely interpreted. 

"The latter," said the Judge, 
"must be for the purpose of sounding 
an alarm and be used to warn the 
public, not to amuse it. It must not 
give forth a single note which should 
be grave, even sinister, in order to 
call attention to impending danger. 

"The new fanfare horns," added 
the Judge, 'lack seriousness, and 
are therefor* outside the meaning of 
the act."
